Tips on Finding a Pro Videographer 

Nowadays, videographers in Charlotte, NC are easy to find. A simple search on the Web would 
point you to the different videographers in the area. If you'd like to do it the old-school way, 
flipping the yellow pages would do the trick. Better yet, ask around and you'll have a bunch of 
recommendations in no time. However, with so many videographers clamoring to offer their 
service, how do you know which ones are pros and which ones are not? 

And of 
course, you'd like to get your money's worth, right? To help you identify reliable and talented 
videographers from those who are not, here is a handful of tips: 

Set aside time to fully browse through their portfolio. You don't need a trained eye to know if a 
video is technically sound or not. Be particular about the clarity of the picture and the quality of 
sound and volume. Also, gauge their level of creativity. Do they use different styles for their 
videos or do they use one kind of theme over and over again? If you still feel unconvinced after 
viewing their samples, don't hesitate to ask for more of their recent work. 

Don't believe all the raving testimonials written on their website. If possible, ask them for 
references. Get names and contact numbers of some past clients and give them a polite and 
friendly phone call. Do a CI on your own and personally ask them how they felt working with that 
particular video production company Charlotte . 

Before sealing a deal, explain to the videographer the kind of setting your event will have. Tell 
them specifically about the lighting and ask if they have the equipment to handle it. Warm and 
low-light settings usually require an external light source to capture bright and clear pictures. 

Be upfront about what you want and tell them the theme you have in mind. However, you should 
also listen to their input. They could improve your ideas and turn it to something better. After all, 
they are the ones considered as experts in this field, right? 

Lastly, don't forget to inquire about the videographer's terms and conditions, especially in 
regards to their copyright. Ask for a printed copy and read it. This would help you avoid 
unnecessary conflicts later on. 

Take note, a videographer can either make or break your event. So make sure you've chosen a 
pro.
